NATIONAL DEBTS. 


INDEBTEDNESS OF THE UNITED STATES COM- 
PARED WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May B. — Tue Census 
Bureau has in course of preparation a bulle- 
tin upon the subject of foreign, national, 
State and county indebtedness of foreign 
countries which was furnished by the ad- 
ministrative officers of the several nations at 
the request of the census office for publica- 
tion in the reports of the eleventh census as 
preliminary to the statistics of the indebted- 
ness of this country. Only the totals of for- 
eign indebtedness are herein stated, 
but a great amount of interesting 
details concerning the dates of 
issue and maturity of the several loans, the 
purpose and rates for which they were is- 
sued, their present commercial value and 
the kind and value of money in which 
were negotiated has been compiled and will 
be published in the final reports of the 
eleventh census. 

The indebtedness of the world for 1890 and 
1680, as far as it hasbeen possible to collect 
the data for the present bulletin, with the 
amount of increase or decrease is as follows:

UNIFORM INSPECTION 18 THE GREAT 
OBJECT TO BE ATTAINED. 


OG. F. ‘Walbridge, President of the City 
Council, Welcomes the Delegates to 
St. Louis—President Lappan Delivers 
His Annual Address—Secretary E. P. 
Meier’s Report. 


This morning the fourth annual convention 
ofthe Boiler Manufacturers’ Association of 
the United States and Canada opened at the 
Lindell Hotel. The ladies’ ordinary was set 
apart for the meetings of the conyention, and 
seats for 800 delegates were provided, in ad- 
dition to tables for the officers, which were 
placed on a platfornt in the north end of the 
hall. Many ofthe delegates arrived yester- 
day, the rest came this morning, and when 
the roll was called about 20 delegates an- 
word to their names. Twenty-two States 
were represented, as well as a large number 
of Canadian firms. From an early hour of the 
morning the corridors of the hotels were 

crowded with the members of the local recep» 
tion committee, and the visiting boilermakers 
and the arrivals were received at the depot 
by the reception committee and escorted to 
the hotel. 

AN IMPORTANT GATHERING. 

The convention is considered to be prob- 
ably the most important yet held by those 
interested inthe manufacture of boilers, an 
industry in which about $500,000,000 capital is 
employed, asa great many questions have to 
be decided. Among the most important of 
these is the establishment of a standard 
grade for boiler iron and steel. At the last 
meeting a standard grade fixed, 
but against this protests 
generally made by the 
steel manufacturers as beingtoohigh. This 
subject of a fixed standard is one that has 
long given boiler manufacturers a great deal 
of trouble and thought. For obvious reasons, 
it would be inadvisable to so increase the 
standard asto entail any considerable ad- 
vance in prices, and one must also be taken to 
obtain a material which shall insure safety in 
the bollers. The iron and steel manufac- 
turers have been co-operating with the boll- 
er makers in producing a material which 
combines the qualities of toughness and low 
cost, and it is hopedand expected that the 
problem will be solved at the present meet- 
ing. Astandard will not be fnally adopted 
but one will be suggested and sub- 
mitted to the leading iron workers for 
their approval. If it proves satisfactory all 
members of the association will agree to use 
it.

TESTS AND SAFETY VALVES. 

Scarcely secondary in importance is the 
subject of tests to be applied to boilers, 
and the different kinds of safety valves. 
Many explosions, it is claimed, are due 

50 much to the inferiority of 
materials used, or any latent 
as to imperfect valving, and 
the ignorance or recklessness of engineers. 
While the number of explosions have been so 
reduced that but one occurs in every 1,800 
bollers manufactured (under the head of 
explosions, the smallest fractures are 
counted), it is expected that by 
the application of more searching tests 
that this percentage can be _ still 
farther reduced. But there is an opposition 
to tests of such severity as to be destructive, 
or to occasion weakness in boilers that other- 
wise would be sound. The Government en- 
gineers who attend the convention have 
made a particular study of this mat- 
ter, and their views will carry 
great weight, acting as they do 
in a sem!-official capacity. James A. Demont, 
Supervising Inspector, and E. A. MacGee, 
Chief Naval Engineer, are delegates to the 
convention under orders from Washington. 
THE APPRENTICE SYSTEM. 

The apprentice system will also receive a 
great deal of attention at the hands of the 
delegates. There is eneral complaint 
in all quarters, especially from Canada, 
of the diMculty of securing competent work 
men. An employer in engaging new hands 
has few means of judging of the efficiency of 
the workmen untu sometime has elapsed, 
and in the meantime, in spite of all the 
care that may be exercised, in- 
ferior and faulty work may be 
sent out. This it is sometimes 
practically impossible to discover, until some 
disaster brings ittolight. It is believed that 
a well organized and thorough apprentice 
system will puta stop to inferior workman- 
ship. A schedule of prices will probably be 
arranged, but everything in the nature of a 
trust will be avoided.

MAY BE A MURDER. 


-— 
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Joseph Sikorski Frightfully Cut by 
Peter Malling. 


PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES SURROUND- 
ING THE DEADLY AFFRAY. 


Sikorski Found by Malling in the Latter’s 
House and Claimed He Was a Govern- 
ment Officer—A Terrible Struggle Be- 
tween the Men—A Thief Injured While 
Escaping—Dragged by a Car. 


A serious cutting scrape, the true nature of 
which is yet velled in mystery, occurred ina 
furnished room house near the corner of 
Sixth and Elm streets at an early hour this 
morning, in whicha laborer named Joseph 
Sikorski, alias Joseph Schultz, was slashed 
about the breast and bodyinthe most hor- 
rible manner. The injured man is now un- 
conscious at the City Hospital and is not ex 
pected to recover. 

It was about 1:45 o’clock when the news of 
the affray reached the ears of the authorities. 
The attention of Officer Herr was attracted 
to the corner of Sixth and Elm streets by a 
crowd of young men who he found gathered 
around the figure of a stranger who lay pros- 
trate on the sidewalk with his head onthe 
stone step leading to the hallway ofthe house 
at 119 South Sixth street. An ambulance 
was called and the stranger, Unconscious, 
was sentto the Dispensary. There Dr. Jor- 
dan made a hasty examination. He found 
that the fellow had been twice stabbed in the 
left breast, slashed across the stom- 
ach and left wrist, cut for a dis- 
tance of four inches on the back 
of the neck. He had lost considerable blood 
and could not be resuscitated. Hastily im- 
provised bandages were put on his wounds, 
and he was hurried off to the City Hospital. 

Detectives Dotgman and Fagan, from 
headquarters, with Sorgt. Murray 
and Officers Heath and Herr 
of the Central District then went to work on 
the case. In less than an hour they had ar- 
rested Peter Malling, a barkeeper, in Carlton 
& Thompson’s saloon and free show variety 
dive at Sixth and Elm streets, his wife, 
Zerelda Malling, anda paper cleaner named 
William Gall. At the Four Courts the 
prisoners were closely questioned by Detec- 
tives Dotzgman and Fagan and Capt. 
Young. Peter Malling at last admitted that 
he had done the cutting, claiming that 
Sikorski was an intruder on his premises and 
insisting that he acted only in self-defense. ~ 

Malling was seen in his cell this morning 
and said: 

MALLING’S STORY. 

was behind the bar in the saloon about 
1:30 o’clock when I heard my dog barking up- 
Stairs. Iwentto my rooms on the second 
floor and in the kitchen found two men and 
my wife. Oneofthe men hada lamp in his 
hand looking behind the stove. I asked him 
what he was doing and he. told me 
not to mind what he was doing, as they were 
Government officers. I told him that was all 
right, but | wanted to know what he was 
looking for. At that he set the lamp on the 
table and ran at me. He was a bigger 
man than I and easily threw me on 
the floor and grabbed at my throat. 
I sawl had no chance with him and used my 
knife. The weapon wasin my pants pocket 
and I got it out and opened it while I was on 
the floor. As soon as he was cut, he got up 
and staggered to the door and 
down the steps to the street. 
I did not follow as I feared 
he might be waiting for me at the bottom. I 
—— not Know at that time how badly he was 

urt.’’ 

Malling and his wife both insist that they 
never saw Sikorski before and had had no 
previous trouble with him. They also 
say that he had no business whatever 
on those premises. John Goll, who was with 
Sikorski at the time of the affray, tells an 
equally peculiar story. Gollisa paper-cleaner 
and lives with his wife and three children at 
8682 Glasgow avenue. He says that he met 
Sikorski in a saloon at Second and Spruce about 
10 o’clock, and on passing the house at 119 
South Sixth street, was by his companion in- 
vited to go up stairs and see some furniture. 
He says as soon as they entered the kitchen 
two women appeared and began to upbraid 
his companion in language which 
would indicate that they were at least 
acquainted with him, Then, while Sikoiski 
was lighting a lamp, Goel says he went back 
tothe street to avold taking part in any 
trouble. He tooka drink in a neighboring 
saloon and fifteen minutes later came back 
and found the crowd around the injured 
man on the steps, 

THE INJURED MAN.

Petition Filed by the State in the 
Schweickardt Case. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL WOODS ASKS FOR 
THE SALOONKEEPER’S EJECTMENT. 


The City Cannot Lease Beer Selling Privi- 
leges in Forest Park—Mr. Gibson Confi- 
dent of Winning His Case—Trial of the 
Laclede Gas Light Injunction Suit Laid 
Over. 


Gen. John M. Wood, the Attorney-General 
ot the State, has decided to take a hand in 
the war against liquor selling in Forest Park, 
and today he filed inthe St. Louis Circuit 
Court a petition for the ejectment of Charley 
Schweickhart from the park and forthe re- 
moval of any building he has erected or may 
erect under his contract with the Board of 
Public Improvements. 

The paper states that an act of the General 
Assembly approved March 29, 1875, and 
which has not been repealed, makes jit 
iliegal and criminal for any person to 
sell any spirituous, vinous, fermented 
or malt liquors within 800 feet of Forest 
Park; that the ordinance authorizing the 
Board of Public Improvements to lease the 
park or any portion of it to a liquor dealer is 
a special law for the granting of 
special privileges and is not in harmony 
with the Scheme and Charter or 
with the laws of the State; that 
the revised ordinances prohibit the 
locating ofa dramshop within 500 feet 
of the park and that that provision of the 
revised ordinances has not been repealed by 
the Schweickhardt ordinance; that the latter 
ordinance is not legal because the proposi- 
tion contained in it was not submitted to 
a vote of the people; that 
the selling of liquor in Forest 
Park is against public morals and public 
decency. In fact all the grounds for the 
ejectment of Schweickhardt, and the annull- 
ing of his contract with the city are given 
that were named in the petition of Mr. 
Charles Gibson fled a couple of 
weeks ago against Mr. Schweickhardt 
and the city. The city is also made a 
co-defendant to the present suit, the style of 
the proceedings being: ‘‘State of Missouri 
ex rel, Attorney-General vs. Chas. Schweick- 
hard and City of St. Louis. 

The case was referred to No. 4, Judge 
Klein’s Court, and was set for hearing 
Wednesday May 2. The Attorney-General 
has authorized Messrs. Gibson, Bond & Gib- 
son to represent him in the proceeding. 


Interpreting Our Sunday Laws. 


The Court of Appeals affirmed two decisions 
which had been decided against the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. in the 
lower court, the plaintiffs being w. 
H. Bassett and J. p. 
Monroe County, where both cases were orig- 
inally tried. Mr. Bassett gave the company 
the following message at Moberly, Mo., one 
Sunday morning in November, 1889, to be 
transmitted to Miss May Eskridge, 2306 Tracy 
avenue, Kansas City: Shall call on the 7:45 
train this eve.“ The company failed to 
deliver the message that day and their 
defense at the trial was that the sending of 
the message was not a work of necessity or 
charity and that they were therefore not 
bound to deliver the message on Sunday, al- 
though the operator had received the mes- 
sage with the following words written across 
the face of it: This is a work of necessity 
and is received as such.’’ The court is 
summing up the arguments pro and con,

done under. the circumstances, of any par- 
ticular case, may well be deemed necessity 
within the statute.’’ In the present 
case it was eminently proper for the 
plaintif® to notify Miss Eskridge that he 
could not reach Kansas City in time to keep 
the engagement. He owed this much to her. 
We cannot agree with the defendant’s coun- 
sel that the law cannot recognize a social ne- 
cessity, 


Against Loth & Sons. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals decided six 
cases this morning. The decision of the 
lower court in the case of John Mathews et 
al. vs. Adolph Loth et al., which had been 
appealed by defendants, was affirmed. This 
was one of a series of thirty-two suits 
by attachment instituted last November 
by creditors of the firm of A. Loth & Sons. 
In regard to the plea that the defendants hid 
away somé money 60 as to place it beyond the 
reach of legal process for the purpose 
of defending their reputation as merchants 
against threatened attachments, the court 
says: If an insolvent merchant can hide 
away $3,700: of his assets to be 
used in defending his mercantile repu- 
tation in Utigation, which he expects 
to come, he may, on the same ground, with- 
draw and conceal all of his assets to be used 
for the same purpose, provided he antict- 
pates sufficient assaults upon his reputation, 
and provided his reputation is in such a state 
as to need so much money for its defense. 

The court holds that there is no such thing 
known to the law as au honest concealment 
by a debtor of his assets for the purpose of 
placing them beyond judicial process unless 
it be assets which are specifically exempt by 
statute from execution and with which his 
creditors have no concern. 


Horseshoers to Fix Prices. 


An application was made fora pro forma 
decree ef incorporation in Judge Dillon’s 
court this morning by the Master 
Horseshoers’ Protective Association. The 
object of the association is stated in 
the articles of agreement filed with the 
application to be the protection and ele- 
vation of the craft; the regulation, m so 
far as may be deemed practical, of 
the scale of prices to be charged for work and 
wages to be paid labor; to act as arbitrator 
between employer and employe, and to pre- 
vent extortion and fraud. 


Gas-Light Company Injunction. 

The injunction proceedings to prevent the 
consolidation of the Municipal and Laclede 
Gas-Light Cos. was laid over in Judge With- 
row’s court this morning to 20’clock next 
Friday afternoon. Judge Madill appeared 
for the gaslight companies in the case, but 
made no formal return to the application for 
aninjunction. It is expected, however, that 
a return willbe made Friday and the case. 
argued then.

THE FAILURE IN THE NOLAND CASE. 

A Republican organ, which omits no 
opportunity to couple praise of Gov. FRAN- 
cls with abuse of his party, says: 

Gov. Fraxcis did his duty in the matter of 
the Noland defalcation, but the courts have a 
way, it seems, of rebuking and defeating 


such attempts by the highest.officer of the 
State to be better than his party. 


Gov. Francis permitted the Noland em- 
bezzlement of State money to goon for 
nine orten months by failing to call for 
and compare the monthly reports of the 
Auditor, Treasurer and depository banks 
as the law made it hisduty todo. It was 
his duty to make them pay a fine of $1,000 
to the school fund for every failure to send 
him those reports by the fifth day of every 
month, but he let them fail with impunity 
for nine or ten months, and let the embez- 
zlement proceed anchecked and undiscov- 
ered till NoLAnD himself concluded to quit 
and tell the Governor about the missing 
$32,000. 

If Gov. Francis had obeyed the law in- 
stead of disregarding its mandates and 
wilfully refusing to perform the duty it 
imperatively imposed upon him, the 
shortage would have been discovered and 
the embezzlement stopped before it reached 
$5,000. But even to this day he has not 
taken a single step toward collecting the 
many thousands of dollars of fines due the 
school fund from the depository banks, 
and the public can only infer from this 
that he was a consenting party to the il- 
legal suppression of the monthly reports 
and does not dare to institute any pro- 
ceeding for the collection of the fines. 

He has been almost asfarcically ‘‘tender- 
footed’’ in the prosecution of NOLAND, 
and the strenuous effort to lay all the 
blame of the mistrial upon the Judge, the 
jury and the ‘‘Bourbon Democracy of Mis- 
souri,’’ is conspicuously unjust in view of 
the fact that the prosecution was evidently 
afraid to take the cover off and show the 
details of all the illegal payments of money 
out of the Treasury. Everything pertain- 
ing to the matter was studiously concealed 
from the jury, except the bare fact that 
NOLAND’s bondsmen had y $32,000, 
which had been illegally drawn out of the 
Treasury while he was Treasurer. 

If Gov. Francis had done his duty as the 
law directs the NOLAND defalcation never 
would have occurred, or a State adminis- 
tration with nothing to conceal would 
have gone to the bottom of the Treasurer’s 
conduct and made out a case upon which 
no honest juryman could have voted to ac- 
quithim. The courts and the Democrats 
of Missouri are no more to blame for the 
failure to punish NOLAND than for the fail- 
ure to fine the banks that withheld their 
monthly reports of State deposits.

CHICAGO’S WAY. 


When Chicago applied to the Illinois 
Legislature for authority to protect her 
drinking water from pollution, she ob- 
tained it by pledging herself in the bill 
passed for her benefit to provide a navi- 
gable canal carrying 600,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute from Lake Michigan into 
the Illinois and Mississippi River.] 

The people along the [Illinois River 
fought against the conversion of that 
stream into a mere receptacle for Chicago 
sewerage, and only withdrew their opposi- 
tion when they were promised a deep-water 
canal, navigable for lake propellers, and 
were dazzled with visions of a great na- 
tional waterway, crowded with deep- 
draught vessels from New Orleans, St. 
Louis and other Mississippi or gulf ports, 
going Hast through Illinois and the lakes, 
or coming west with merchandise carried 
at lower prices than any railroad competi- 
tion could ever give. 

But instead of realizing the vision prom- 
ised, the people of the Illinois River towns 
are now fighting against the strenuous 
efforts of Chicago to have her drainage law 
so amended that she can make the whole 
drainage district pay for what they call 
‘‘acheap and nasty ditch’’ filled with 
Chicago filth, only diluted enough to flow 
into the Illinois and poison its water from 
Joliet to the Mississippi. 

If Chicago’s great World’s Fair plans 
should prove as complete a ‘‘take in’’ as 
the great national waterway she promised, 
as many indignant States will remember 
and resent that |fraud as there are now of 
Illinois counties and cities denouncing 
proposed drainage act amendment. 


ACCORDING to the statement of Mr. 
Ona NoLAND, who has represented 
the interests of ex-Treasurer NOLAND from 
the beginning of his difficulties, Gov. 
FRANCIS first agreed to conceal the short- 
age in the treasury in order to save his ad- 
ministration and the Democratic party 
from discredit, but when information 
leaked out about it, he at once endeavored 
to pose as an energetic guardian of the 
State’s interests. But even while attempt- 
ing to do this he wanted the facts which 
reflected upon his administration sup- 
pressed or twisted into favorable shape. 
This is a crooked path for a Governor to 
follow in the discharge of his duty. 


THE spasmodic efforts of our sister cities

Cost of Government Per Capita. 
From the New York WorLD. 

expenditures authorized by the Fifty- 
frst Congress will amount to about $16 for 
each individual in the country. This is the 
per capita tax for two years, so that really 
the average individual’s annual contribution 
to the expenditures of the Federal govern- 
ment is about §8. This isa very large tax. It 
is a tax of about $40 on the head of each 
family, It is also, according to the census of 
1880, a much larger tax than was then paid by 
the average citizen of the United States for 
State and local purposes. The average per 
capita tax levied in the country in 1880 for 
State, county, town and city purposes was 
$6.2%. In New England it was $10.47; in the 
Middle States, 68.68; in the Southern States, 
$2.46; in the Western States, $6.97; in the Ter- 
ritories, $4.86.

HE IS CHARGED WITH VIOLATING THE 
NEUTRALITY LAWS, 


Released on Bond With the Spreckels as 
Securities—The Charleston in Pursuit 
of the Fleet Etata—Peru an Enemy to 
Balmaceda — Rebels Win Another 
Battle. 


Sax Francisco, Cal., May 12.—Ricardo 
Trumbull, a member of the Chilfan Congress 
and partisan of the Inéurgent party, was 
arrested last night by the United States Mar- 
shal for violating the neutrality laws in con- 
nection with the shipment of arms and muni- 
tions of war on the schooner Robert and 
Mifinie and on the steamer Etata. His 
bail was fixed at $15,000, and 
he was released with John D. 
and Adolph Spreckels as securities, 
Trumbull was arrested on board the Oakland 
ferry boat and was on his way to Washington 
to confer, it is reported, with the Chilian 
Consul. He was at once taken to United 
States Marshal "sg Office inthis city and 
made acquainted with the charges against 
him. After his release he stated that he had 
expected to be arrested, but he had made no 
attempt at concealment. 

“I don’t about this at all,“ said 
Trumbull. It is a mere formality and means 
nothing.’’ . 

Mnat have you to say about the action of 
the Etata?’’ 

Nothing; but I might add that there is a 
precedent for the action in the case of the 
steamer Scandinavia, which put out of the 
Mexican port of Santa Rosila with a Mexican 
marshal aboard.’’ 

Is the Esmeralda acting as a convoy of 
the Etata?’’ 

That I do not know. 

Trumbull asserted that if the Esmeralda 
were acting as convoy under no circumstan- 
ces would she fire on the Charleston. 

Will you make a fight against the charge?’’ 
was asked. 

A Vigorous one, depend on that. Still as 1 
say it amounts to nothing. I have been 
shadowed for several days and this event was 
deemed a foregone conclusion by my friends. 
Iam an attorney myself and have studied the 
neutrality laws. There is nothing in it by 
which I can be held. The Government of 
which I have the honor to be a high officer re- 
spects the United States and would break 
none ot its laws. We feel we are in the right 
in what has been done and would not do dif- 
ferently if we had it to do over again.’’ 


AN ENEMY IN PERU. 


A CHILIAN MAN-OF-WAR ORDERED AWAY FROM 
CALLAO. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—An important cable- 
gram in regard to the Chilfan situation has 
been recelyed at the State Department. Itis 
from Constl Daugherty at Callao, Peru, and 
related toa battle which had been fought in 
that neighborhood, The Consul cabled that 
a Chilian man-of-war had been worsted by an 
insurgent cruiser and had come into Callao 
for repairs. He further stated that the Peru- 
vian authorities had refused to allow the 
man-of-war to make the repairs and fit out 
again. The Consul does not give the name of 
the ship, but it was probably one of the large 
cruisers of which the Balmaceda Government 
kept control. 

As Callao ts several hundred miles north of 
Iquique, the Insurgents’ headquarters, the 
inference is thatthe civil war is far from 
ended and that Insurgents equal the Gov- 
ernment in ha strength. The action of 
the Poruvian authorities would indicate that 
they are not friendiy to the Balmaceda Gov- 
ernment and probably recognize it simply on 
M level with the Insurgent as a belligerent 
„Power.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—It is stated to-day

Past, Present and Future of Labor Guilds 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-D.W Aren. 
Loxpon, April 15.—In many forms through - 


out the ages labor organizafions have made 8 


themselves felt in social, municipal and po- 
Utical life. In Europe as the old trade guilds 
they formed a prominent part of the national 
institutions, and, being powerful, were recog- 
nized. Propitiated by kings, courted by the 
governing: classes, wielding great social 
powerand influence for centuries, the craft 
guilds, the forerunner of the modern trade 
union, not only supervised handicrafts and 
protected their members, but successfully 
exploited social, politicaland economic con- 
ditions for the whole of the laboring classes. 

o long as primitive economic conditions 
prevailed handicraft existed, and art did 
stand by hammer and hand.“ The worker, 
either by custom or regulation of the guilds, 
had a decent minimum standard of comfort, 
relatively superior in a material sense to the 
worker of to-day, with his precarious and 
fluctuating condition. ; 

Like allother institutions, however, the 
craft guilds hadto bend beforethe general 
and rapid growth of new. ideas and forces 
that science and invention had imparted to 
the aid of modern industry. Unable to as- 
similate themselves to the world-wide revo- 
lution that social change and 1 
formation had effected, the guilds . 

The growth of the grand industry, its com- 
petition, its concentration of wealth and 
other causes, left a few guilds but empty 
shadows of their former fame, In Engiand, 
the home of these guilds, the trade union has 
become In many ways no unworthy suc- 
cessor. P 

ANEW MOVEMENT. : 

For the past eight years in England a new 
movement has been permeating the trades 
unionism.- Young men with higher ideals 
than the older ones, more enthusiastic and 
possessing a higher altruism, have been 
slowly but surely winning their way, not only 
among the skilled artisans, but to greater ex- 
tent among the general unskilled workers. 

Socialistic in theory, but sternly practica! 
in the realization of their ideal, Combining 
the enthusiasm and imagination of the 
Celt with the stubborn persisteney of the 
Anigio-Saxon, they have rustied the dry bones 
of orthodox trade unionism and breathed 
into its Members the seal of the enthusiast 
and a mistrust of the old-time tactics and 
action. 

This was shown first by propositions to 
extend the area of membership, embracing 
all sections of kindred trades, amalgamation 
of sectional societies, the complete federa- 
tion of all labor and international co-opera- 
tion with all countries for general labor ia- 
terests. 

The international character of the modern 
labor movement is perhaps its most distinct- 
ive and encouraging feature. At the present 
moment there is a congress representing 
1,000,000 miners sitting at Paris. England has 
there a representation for 600,000 men, prac- 
tically the whole of the British working min- 
ers. 

THE YOUNGER INFLUENCE. 

Besides the rapid growth of trade unionism 
on the continent of Europe—of which Belgium 
is an example—where formerly hone existed 
to any extent, the younger men in England, 
styled the ‘‘New Unionists,’’ were deter- 
mined to win for unskilled labor what skilled 
artisans had for years enjoyed. Warned of 
its difficulties, advised of its impossibility, 
the young enthusjasts paid fio attention to 
the jeremiads of men who were ether too 
lazy or incompetent to undertake the task. 

Years ago the seed had been sown by these 
same men as Socialist lecturers at the street 
corners, in the parks and lecture halls. The 
lea von had been working and only wanted 
time to rise. The opportunity for action 
came if the desire by the gas workers to form 
aunion. It was formed. In a short time the 
men joined in large numbers; so well were 
they organized that the mere threats to strike 
secured a reduction of working hours from 
twelve to eight with other advantages, 

This union now members 100,00 men; its 
subscription is but 2d. per week, and it 
ewe has no other object than reducin 
hours and increasing wages. Besides this 
takes a prominent part in advising its mem- 
bers as to the need of forcing municipalities 
and Parliament to legislate on social ques- 
tions.

CLEVER PIECE OF FORGERY WORKED 
WITHIN PRISON WALLS. 


How George Lewis, a Colored Osavalry- 
man, Duped Bank Officials and Olosed 
the Eyes of the Kansas Penitentiary 
Warden—A Bold Game, but Failed at 
the Last Moment. 


Fru Tonk, May 12. — There is a negro 
cavairyman named George Lewis in the State 
penitentiary at Lansing, Kan., who, but for 
one little sip in a cleverly contrived plot of 
nis would be at Uberty now and the possessor 
of $20,000 belonging to the Mercantile Na- 
tional Bank of this city. Lewis is a stalwart 
virginia negro, over six feet tall, with a 
tapering walst and broad shoulders, and is 
well educated. A number of years ago he 
enlisted in the regular army and became a 
cavairyman. His brightness and shrewdness 
made bim a valuable man and he was trans- 
ferred to the War Department in Washing- 
ton, where he served as a private messenger. 
Early in 1889, he forged papers in 
that office, and the result of 
his trial in Washington was that 
he was convicted of forgery and 
sentenced to ten years on June 11. 1899. Sec- 
retary Proctor thought the sentence extreme 
end on his recommendation it was cut down 
to five years and Lewis was sent to the State 
penitentiary at Lansing. He ingratiated 
himself with Warden George H. Ch ase and 
made himself handy around the jail in many 
ways. His conduct was good and Chaplain 
Ww. P. Poinsett became interested in him. 
Lewis secured an easy clerical place in the 
jail. Heis a fine penman and at last he was 
assigned to write the letters for convicts 
which were sent to the outer world. The 
convicts occasionally sent money to rela- 
tives and friends outside. This money is in 
small sums, sometimes as small as SO cents, 
and the custom wasto buy at the First Na- 
tional Bank at Leavenworth, twenty-five or 
thirty miles from Lansing, drafts on the 
Mercantile National Bank of New Yort. 

THE SCHEME DEVELOPS.

Francis because, he says, 
the Governor entered into an agreement to 
let Noland quietly resign if the money was 
returned to the Treasury, ™ order to 
hush the matter up and save the State the 
disgrace of having a defaulting Treasurer, 
but when he found affairs had taken 
anot turn he jumped to the other side and 
began to bound“ the defaulting Treasurer 
for political effect. Mr. Noland said that he 
would not have blamed the Governor if he 
bad announced the defalcation at once and 
proceeded to prosecute, but, he con- 
tinued, I do blame him for entering into an 
agreement and then going back on his pals. 

INSIDE INFORMATION COMING OUT. 

The interview has brought to light more of 
the inside information about the defalcation 
and its discovery than has ever been had be- 
tore, and by this means: Mr. Noland says 
that when he expected to raise the money to 
make the shortage good Gov. Francis left the 
vault open and Mr. M.A. Fanning. then the 
Governors secretary, and he waited atthe 
depot until the last train was in, expecting a 
messenger with the money and intending to 
go to the Treasury and deposit u in the vault 
in order that it migut be found there and the 
Governor might say that Noland’s books 
were all right. 

Mr. Fanning was seen this morning and 
asked if Mr. Noland, in bringing him into the 
case, had represented him correctly. Mr. 
Fanning replied that he had not; that Mr. 
Noland’s mission to the depot that night and 
his own were not the same. Upon being 
questioned about other statements in the in- 
terview Mr. Fanning said:

Naturally the Brooklyn 
Handicap absorbs almost the entire atten- 
tion of the racing community and the pages 
of the different newspapers are eagerly 
scanned from day to day to note the progress 
of the horses engaged. Many of the thor- 
oughbreds that will starton Friday for the 
$20,000 prize will have their final trial to-day. 

From early dawn yesterday the horse 
watches at Gravesend and Morris Park were 
untiring in their vigil. They noted the move- 
ment of every candidate for the Brooklyn 
and although nothing sensational took place, 
there were many interesting events to be re- 
corded. Prince Royal, dubbed by many of 
the trainers ‘‘Jack McAuliffe,’’ was closely 
scrutinized to learn whether Saturday morn- 
ing’s trial with Eon had leftany bad effects.
